Now that Elm street will be 
paved, it will be tho feeder of Belvi- 
dere and South Lowell, taking care of 
the traffic coming from Middlesex over 
South, Wostford, Chelmsford, Hale and 
Thorndike streets. AH of this traffic 
comes through this 'bottleneck' Locke 
street, which is not much more than 
one-fourth tho width of 
Elm. street. 


Making matters worse. Locke street has 
a sharp decline toward Gorham street, 
with buildings on both sides up to the 
sidewalk, obstructing the view 
and 


making it extremely dangerous for pe- 
destrians from vehicles coming from 
Highland and South streets. This is a 
serious problem but not a difficult one 
to solve and would be a very slight 
expense to the city as Locke street is 
only about 40 feet long and on the side, 
that land would be reiuircd to widen 
the said street, stands only wooden 
shacks that disfigure what would be 
the most beautiful square in our city. 
Highland street Is the most beautiful 
street in the city. Considering the 
common and there stands the two most 
beautiful public buildings we have. St. 
Peter's church 
and the courthouse,

German Trenches and 


Capture 
20,OOO Prisoners- 


Teutons Hurled Back 3 Miles 


LONDON, Sept. 27.—The long await- 


ed drive by the French and British al- 
lies on the German front in the Vos- 
ges, France and Flanders, is 
under 


way. 
The allies have started with a 


rush, and incomplete reports 
credit 


them with 20,000 unwounded prisoners 
and the capture of 20 miles of German 
trenches, the advance in some cases 
being as much «s two and a half 
miles. 
The drive is still going on, 


and terrific fighting is looked for. 


There is great enthusiasm here. Mil- 
itary critics predict that the Germans 
will be-forced to call back their troops 
from Russia to reinforce those on the 
western front, as it is recognized that 
it is.here .that the decisive blow of the 
war must be struck. 


While the allies have hammered the 


German line from Verdun to the Bel- 
gian coast, the British fleet has also 
been busy, and German positions from 
Zeebrugge to Xieuport have been bom- 
barded. It is predicted that the navy 
will play an Increasingly 
importan 


part- in the present movement to rid 
French and Belgian soil of the invader 


The allies.are now supplied with th 


ammunition 
needed for a Ions sus- 


tained effort. Shells have been accum 
ulated in enormous quantity, and some 
suggest that the doleful pictures Mr 
Lloyd George and others drew of Krit 
ain's lack of war material were mean 
as much to deceive the enemy as t 
stimulate production.

With a quarter of a million Bulgarians under arms ostensibly to preserve Bulgarian 
neutrality, but 


-actually, it is believed, in preparation for her active en fry into the war on the side of the Teutonic allies, 


Greece has become greatly alarmed, and King Constantine has summoned the general staff and Mr. Veuizelos 
the premier, to consider the situation. 
Bulgaria has mobilized ten divisions, it is reported, and it is also re- 


ported that the greater number of these are concentrated opposite the Servian border in readiness, if Bul- 
garia enters the war, to strike into Servia and support the Austro-German drive through Servia to open a 
road to Constantinople. 
The success of such au operation would cost Greece much of the territory she 


• gained in the Balkan wars, and for this.reason the intervention of Bulgaria would probably mean the im- 


mediate entry of Greece into the conflict on the side of the allies. 
What course Rouraania would follow in 


this event is still a question, and all eyes are turned anxiously in Ihe direction of Bnkarest.

It is a matter of common Knowledge

De- 
signing women could get more or less 
unsuspecting men into a situation 
where to escape the consequences of 
the Mann law they would willingly pay 
over large amounts to

An automobile trip to some sporty cafe 
has been made the basis of more than 
one suit or blackmail scheme In which 
the man is certain to lose. 


There is no condoning immorality in 


any form but there Is a great differ- 
ence between interstate' traffic in com- 
mercialized vice and the more common 
trip from one state to another for im- 
moral purposes. If the Mann act is 
interpreted In future as it was inter- 
preted by Judge Morton the ends of 
justice will -be fulfilled, but If it is to 
be appealed to to settle every petty 
charge of private immorality, it will 
defeat Its own ends and the ends of 
justice. 


In the broader sense this recent view 


of the Mann act is to be commended 
as opposed to the dangerous principle 
of letting the federal government take 
over the functions of the state. We 
have laws In abundance for the regu- 
lation of conduct, and if there Is a 
weakness or lack of co-operation any- 
where, it can be amended by action in 
the legislatures of the offending states. 
The Mann act should only be appealed 
to in real cases of what has come to 
be known as "white slavery."

Just as the English people Keem to 


be realizing the real situation and the 
task ahead so the German people seem 


determined 
as 
the 


months roll on. For the third lime 
since war started the German gov- 
ernment has called for popular sub- 
scriptions to a great war loan, nnd 
the response to the last call has been 
far greater than the first. Returns 
are not all counted, hut the total is 
given 
as 
$3,000,000,000 — possibly 
as 


much as the allied bankers will be able 
to raise in this country. 
This is Ihe 


largest popular war loan in the history 
of the world and it gives Germany 
cause for pardonable pride as indicat-

of the

Dr. Karl Helfferich. secretary of the 


Imperial treasury, says that this loan 
will finance the coming winter cam- 
paign and that another demand on '.he 
people will not be necessary until 
March. Meantime new ventures will 
necessitate new expenditures but it is 
questionable If England has any belter 
financial prospects than her enemies. 
The very necessity that keeps Germany 
from world trade makes her rely on 
her own resources to a greater extent 
than England and gives cause for the 
application of the efficiency for which 
Germany is so remarkable. The

sponse to ihe call for subscriptions will 
disappoint those who were looking for- 
ward to the economic collapse of the 
central powers and seems to indicate 
that Germany has not yet shot her 
holt—Kitchener to the contrary.

Mr. J. G. Wood, 
manufacturer

brooms and brushes, has addressed the 
following letter concerning Lock street, 
to the mayor and the matter will, in 
all probability, be taken up at the 
meeting of the council tomorrow later- 
noon: 


/'September 24, '16. 


"Your Honor, the Mayor of Lowell: 


"A condition has arisen in Locke 


street that Is not as yet very serious 
but will become' dangerous to pedes- 
trians "and vehicles alike, as soon as 
Elm street is opened to traffic. In the 
past, Walnut street has been used in a 
large measure instead of Elm irtreet on 
account of the bad condition x>f the 
latter. Now that Elm street will be 
paved, it will' be the feeder of Belvi- 
dere and South Lowell, taking care of 
the traffic coming from Middlesex over 
South, Westford, Chelmsford, Hale and 
Thorndike streets. All of this traffic 
comes through this 'bottleneck' I.ocke 
street, -which Is not much more than 
one-fourth the width of 
Elm street. 


Making matters worse. Locke street has 
a sharp decline toward Gorham'street, 
with buildings on both sides up to the 
sidewalk, obstructing 
the view 
and 


making it extremely dangerous for pe- 
destrians from vehicles coming from 
Highland and South streets. This Is a 
serious problem but not a difficult one 
to solve and would be a very slight 
expense to the city as Locke street is 
only about 40 feet long and on the side 
that land would be required to widen 
the said street, stands only wooden 
shacks that disfigure what would be 
tho most beautiful square in our city. 
Highland street is the most beautiful 
street in the city. Considering the 
common and there stands the two most 
beautiful public buildings we have, St. 
Peter's church 
and the courthouse,

represent over one million dol- 


lars. With these shacks removed and 
a few large trees, which, by the way, 
are a public nuisance, as they stand In 
the middle of the sidewalk. 
When a 


baby carriage is passing, one has to 
lake to the street and that is not at 
all rare. The church and courthouse 
could be seen; as it Is at present, a 
stranger would pass through the com- 
mon or any street in 
front 
of 
the 


courthouse and would never notice It. 


"I would suggest that the city take 


over the aforesaid and make a square 
where In the future would be erected 
a suitable monument.

THE NURSES' PROTEST 


The Lowell public can very' readily 


understand tnd sympathize with the 


- attitude of the 
graduate nurses of 


Lowell hospitals who to tho number of 
fifty held an indignation meeting last 
Friday afternoon to protest against '.he 
appointment of out-of-town nurses foJ 
new school positions. 


It would, seem that practically aJI the 


graduate nurses of the Lowell hospi- 
tals are solid in condemnation ot the 
attitude of the school board, but the 
defence offered also merits considera- 
tion. When both sides are 
weighed, 


the question gets down to this: Have 
we in Lowell nurses competent to fill 
the positions, and if there are certain 
requirements which local nurses must 
fill before they can be 
elected, why 


were Lowell nurses not given an op- 
portunity to qualify? 
. The deciding factor in favor of tho 
out-of-town nurses is said to 
have 


been the taking of a. special course of 
training for the work. This training 
may be had m I3oston, but apparently 
It may not be had in Lowell under 


i present circumstances. Local

; months of her time to district work

In his statement for the school board 


Dr.' Lambert assumes that the mere 
newspaper publication of the board's 
intention to appoint the nurses consti- 
tuted a notice to all whom it might 
concern. In the same breath he says 
that the board placed the matter 
the hands of -Miss Clara E. Holland, a 
.stranger in this city, who could scarce- 
ly be expected to look out for the 
' interests of Lowell nurses in prefer- 
ence to those of 
her acquaintance. 


Dr. Lambert implies that Lowell nurses 
were not interested in the positions.
